F^rd  sometimes  mentions  flaws  from  "lint  in  the  dies."  Whot  does  he 
mean?  How  con  a tiny  piece  of  hair  or  fibre  make  an  impression  in 
such  herd  metals  as  gold  or  silver,  porticularly  when  properly  alloyed?

Ans.  Foreign  matter,  i.e.,  hair,  lint  or  similar  material,  some- 
times remai'ns  upon  a die  prior  to  striking.  Often,  microscopic  amounts 
of  lint  ore  left  after  hurried  polishing.  These  are  impressed  into  the 
coin  struck,  invariably  leaving  their  outline  in  the  brightly  polished 
field.  They  should  not  be  confused  with  tiny  scratches,  being  defects 
inherent  to  the  striking  of  the  piece.  A syndicated  Ripley  cartoon 
recently  illustrated  a steel  ingot  with  a hair  impressed  upon  it,  cap- 
tToning  the  drawing  as  follows:  "HUMAN  HAIR  IS  HARDER  THAN 
STEEL."  "If  a hair  is  laid  on  a bar  of  steel  and  run  through  a cold 
rolling  mill,  its  imprint  is  visible  in  the  steel." 

Ques.  Jetons  of  the  French  Regime  in  Canada  are  listed  by  Breton 
05  Nos.  510  to  519  inclusive.  Are  these  the  John  Law  pieces?  Who 
was  John  Law?  Who  wos  LeRoy?  I am  familiar  with  Breton,  Leroux, 
Frossard,  Zay  and  McLaughlins  writings  on  these  Jetons.  Are  there 
ony  others?  R.  Y.  P.,  Verdun,  P.  Q.,  Canada. 

Ans.  The  French-Canodian  Jetons  of  Louis  XV  were  issued  as 
counters  in  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  and  later.  These 
exist  with  various  obverses,  the  result  of  extensive  muling.  The 
officials  of  the  Paris  Mint,  in  filling  orders  for  the  numerous  restrikes 
of  these  pieces,  apparently  used  whichever  stock  obverse  happened 
to  be  the  most  convenient.  George  M.  Parsons,  in  his  very  rare  booklet 
published  privately  in  1884,  titled  "The  Colonial  Jetons  of  Louis  XV," 
gives  an  extensive  historical  background  for  these  pieces,  while  C. 
W.  Betts,  in  "American  Colonial  History  illustrated  by  Contemporary 
Medals,"  gives  further  data  on  pages  172  through  '177.  Unfortu- 
nately, however,  no  definitive  authoritative  work  exists  concerning  this 
series,  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  manuscript  by  Dr.  E.  G. 
Courteau,  currently  in  the  possession  of  a prominent  Canadian  Numis- 
matist. Various  auction  sale  catalogs  are  very  useful,  particularly  the 
Charles  Morris  sale  of  1912  by  Ben  Green,  the  1952  A.N.A.  Con- 
vention sale,  and,  most  of  all,  the  Nov.  17,  1925  session  of  the 
W.  W.  C.  Wilson  sale  by  Wayte  Raymond,  lots  378  to  447.  Raymond 
happily  illustrated,  on  two  half  tone  plates,  thirty-six  different  ob- 
verses, which  makes  Jeton  identification  a little  easier.  Incidentally, 
we  believe  that  Mr.  C.  J.  Edgar,  18  Twain  St.,  Baldwin,  N.  Y.,  has 
the  Wilson  catalog  and  price  list  for  sale. 

John  Law,  the  eighteenth  century  "Ponzi,"  was  born  in  Edinburgh, 
Scotland,  in  April,  1671,  A brilliant  economist  and  mathematician, 
he  was  also  a skilled  gambler  and  was  considered  somewhat  of  a 
dandy.  Upon  his  third  visit  to  Paris,  Law  cultivated  the  Due  d'Orleans 
(who  assumed  the  government  as  Regent  during  the  minority  of 
Louis  XV),  and  in  time  became  "Comptroller  General  of  the  finances 
of  France."  In  this  capacity,  and  later  as  "Director  General"  of  the 
Royal  Bank,  Law  floated  his  fantastic  "Mississippi  System,"  a finan- 
cial bubble  which  burst  in  1720,  ruining  thousands.  Since  operator 
Lony  had  control  of  all  foreign  trading  companies,  the  great  farms, 
the  general  receipt  of  the  King's  revenues,  the  management  and 
property  of  the  Royal  Bank,  and  the  mint,  certain  silver  and  gold 
coins,  dated  1720,  have  been  designated  the  "John  Law  Series."  See 
trie  second  edition  of  LeRoux's  "Canadian  Coin  Cabinet,"  1892, 
Nos.  254b  through  254g.  Other  John  Law  pieces  include  a number  of 
e.xceptionally  clever  contemporary  satirical  medals,  mainly  German  in 
origin.  The  C.  W.  Betts  book,  published  in  1894,  covers  "John  Law 
and  the  Mississippi  Company"  on  pages  58-76;  Nos.  114  to  141. 
In  this  connection  we  also  recommend  "John  Law  und  Sein  System," 
S.  Alexi,  Berlin,  1884,  and  the  rare  work  by  Benjamin  Betts,  "A 
Descriptive  List  of  the  Medals  Relating  to  John  Low  and  the  Missis- 
sippi System,"  privately  printed  in  1907  (originally  fram  the  Ameri- 
can Journal  of  Numismatics)  . Law  had  no  connection  with  the  French- 
Canadian  Jetons,  which  are  of  a considerably  later  period.  The  name 
"LeRoy"  means  nothing  to  us,  in  reference  to  any  of  these  items. 
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Ques.  Can  you  rank-order  the  1841,  1854  "S,"  1863  Quarter- 
Eagles  by  rarity?  How  many  of  each  are  known?  What  in  ycur 
opinion  are  the  rarest  quarter  eagles?  T.  G.,  Atlantic  City,  A.  ./. 

Ans.  So  far  as  we  can  figure  out,  the  1843-D  large  date  (if  it 
exists)  is  the  rarest  of  all  quarter  eagles,  with  the  possible  exception 
of  one  or  two  minor  varieties  prior  to  the  change  of  type  in  1834. 
Next  to  this  questionable  piece  we  would  place  the  1841,  of  which 
about  seven  ore  known:  (1)  Mint  Collection;  (2)  Mitchelson  Coll., 
now  in  Hartford  (Conn.)  State  Library;  (3)  Elicsberg;  (4)  Menjou- 
Schermerhorn-Graves;  (5)  WGC-Bell-Kosoff  1949;  (6)  DuPont;  (7) 
Another  impaired  proof  on  the  West  Coast,  which  we  cannot  imme- 
diotely  locate.  Two  of  them  were  in  the  Col.  Green  collection.  The 
1854-S  is  of  just  about  equal  rarity,  but  we  cannot  offhand  name  the 
owners.  Next  comes  the  1863,  with  at  least  a dozen  known  out  of 
seme  30  proofs  coined.  Next  to  this  is  the  1875,  with  400  coined 
plus  20  proofs;  it  is  almost  impossible  to  find  a specimen  in  any  con- 
dition but  proof.  Following  this  are  respectively  the  1797  (427 

coined),  1796  with  stars  (432),  1806  over  5 (480),  1881  (640 
plus  51  proofs),  1826/5  (760),  1856-D  (874),  then  a whole  group 
of  dates  and  mintmarks  of  nearly  equal  rarity  such  as  1885,  1855-D, 
1848  CAL,  1865,  1806/4,  1877,  etc.
